Nearly $179 million 
in one-time money was 
awarded to 327 K-12 pub- 
lic schools through a new 
capital improvements grant 
program administered by 
Lt. Gov. Will Ainsworth. 

Elba City Schools re- 
ceived a total of $463,000 of 
the grant funds while Kin- 
ston School [a part of the 
Coffee County School Sys- 
tem] received $2,000,000. 

“Before awarding grants, 
we consulted with lawmak- 
ers across the state to gather 
their insights because they 
know their districts and the 
biggest needs within them,” 
Ainsworth said. 

The Capital Grant Pro- 
gram was created earlier 
this year by the Legislature, 
which gave Ainsworth re- 


sponsibility for awarding | 


the grants. 
“We reviewed each appli- 
cation with strict adherence 
to the law, prioritized the 
schools and systems where 
funding would make the 
biggest impact, and worked 
hard to make sure each geo- 
graphic region and area of 
the state received a fair al- 
location,” Ainsworth said. 
Eighty percent of the 


grants were awarded to 
schools in which more than 
half of the students are con- 
sidered at-risk, Ainsworth’s 
office said. ~ Individual 
awards range from several 
thousand dollars to $5 mil- 
lion.

The sermon at church Sunday was opened with a bit 
about “what are you thankful for’.

The list gets longer, some back-door gratitude, as the 
first or routine like when I joined the church at about 
seven or eight. We liked the pastor, he came to our 
house and talked to yours truly about church before I 
joined. We recited either the Lord’s Prayer of the 23rd 
Psalms during a radio broadcast from our church one 
Sunday morning and I do believe Mother thought that 
was our “ticket to heaven”! (We probably gave her doz- 
ens of reasons to question that thought while growing 
up) Happily, our paths crossed with that preacher again 
after we became an adult. But don’t forget our youthful 
skating and bike riding “show off” stunts! Don’t forget 
our neighborhood ‘gang’ finding the drunk man passed 
out in the under construction new church building one 
Saturday afternoon! 

Jumping forward, our time in the military produced 
some close friends, one friendship lasting until sev- 
eral years ago and the death of my former roommate 
and fellow aircraft mechanic. He died in 2016 several 
months after Heddy and I visited him and his wife in 
Utah. We rehashed Army events from the late ‘S0’s for 
hours as our wives each commented ‘Oh I have heard 
that story many times”. 

Being diagnosed with ‘terminal’ cancer in the mid- 
sixties but surviving with no after-effects was, and 
continues to be a humbling event. 

Three children, that are the highlight of our “thankful” 
things also contribute many warm feelings in our heart. 

Elba experienced two floods during our sixty years 
here. We learned we could survive and are still amazed 
at the many acts of help and kindness we witnessed 
in the aftermath of each one. Our personal ability to 
rebound from each of those disasters fill us with grati- 
tude, for both our stamina and the loyal support of our 
advertisers and readers. We are also pleased at having 
been given the opportunity to work with a great com- 
mittee of local citizens and get funds to upgrade the 
Elba levee following the last flood. It would be impos- 
sible to name all the people, both local, statewide and 
_in Washington who went the extra mile to help make 
that project a success. 

We would be remiss not to’ include wife Heddy’s 
Alzheimer’s and ultimate death because we were able 
to keep her with us until her death at home, attend to 
her every need, etc. We had over two years of fulfilling 
her daily needs to demonstrate to her (and ourself) our 
love and unqualified devotion to her, our life together 
and the family we raised.

ones of those killed in traf- 
fic crashes is truly one of 
the most dreaded responsi- 
bilities they have. We ask 
those traveling on Alabama 
roadways to make traffic 
safety a top priority and 
remember that you are the 
best gift you can give your 
family this holiday season.” 

According to data com- 
piled by the Center for 
Advanced Public Safety 
(CAPS) in Alabama, 65 
lives have been tragically 
lost during pervious extend- 
ed Thanksgiving travel 
periods from 2018 to 2022. 
Since 2019, CAPS has 
recorded an overall decline 
in traffic related injuries 
and deaths, however, ALEA 
needs everyone’s assistance 
to ensure that trend con- 
tinues. 

ALEA Troopers offer the 
following traffic safety tips 
for this Thanksgiving holi- 
day: 
Take breaks and rotate 
drivers during long trips. If 
you feel fatigued, pull over 
and stretch your legs, get 
something to eat or drink 
and make sure you are ready 
to continue your trip before 
getting back behind the 
wheel. Drive defen-sively, 
as holiday travel may pres- 
ent additional challenges 
and never drive drowsy. 

Use seatbelts and proper 
child restraints. Alabama’s 
seat belt/child restraint law 


requires ALL passengers — 


no matter how old or which 


seat they are occupying — to 
be buckled up no matter 
how short the trip. Whether 
you are going across the 
state or just around the cor- 
ner, buckle up. 

Remember Alabama’s 
Move Over Law. When 
approaching emergency or 
tow vehicles along all road- 
ways, motorists must move 
oyer or slow down at least 
15 mph below the posted 
speed limit if they are not 
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able to change lanes. 

Keep the left lane for 
passing only. Not only is 
it courteous driving and 
avoids impeding traffic, but 
Alabama law also requires 
slower traffic to keep to the 
right and to only use the left 
lane for passing (when post- 
ed). Motorists may drive for 
up to a mile and half in 
the left lane before moving 
back into the right lane. 

Eliminate distractions 
while driving. Distractions 
.include texting, utilizing a 
cell phone or smartphone, 
talking to passengers, 
watching videos, playing 
mo-bile games, adjusting 
the radio, navigation system 
or other devices. Distrac- 
tions endanger drivers, 
passengers and bystanders. 
Alabama law prohibits tex- 
ting while driving as well as 
searching the Internet on a 
mobile device while operat- 
ing a motor vehicle. In case 
of emergency, pull off the 
roadway in a safe location 
prior to placing a call. 

You are the best gift you 
can give your family this 
holiday season. Practice 
safe driving habits and 
never drink and drive. Make 
alternate travel plans if you 
are consuming alcohol. 
Individuals younger than 
age 21 are prohibited from 
consuming alcohol, and it 
is illegal for anyone to have 
an open bottle of alcohol in 
a vehicle. To ensure teens 
and older children do not 
consume alco-holic bever- 
ages at various festivities, 
parents and other adults 
should closely monitor the 
situation.

PASTOR’S CORNER

“Give thanks in all circumstances” 


Have you ever noticed that what breaks one person 
makes another person stronger? Even better? Why is that? 
I’m sure there are many contributing factors to this, but 
“how” we respond to life’s twists and turns and bitter dis- 
appointments is so critical. Let me explain. 

Keith Miller in his book The Edge of Adventure tells the 
moving story of a 40-something year old woman named 
Alice who was a guest one evening at a small group that 
he was leading. He had never met her before that night. 

As was the group’s custom, they gave each person the 
opportunity to tell something about themself. One older 
lady had experienced a great deal of heartbreak and sad- 
ness in her life and seemed bitter about it. Then it was 
Alice’s turn to share. 

“When I was a tiny girl,” she said, “I was put in an 
orphanage. I was not pretty at all, and no one wanted me. 
But I can remember longing to be adopted and loved by a 
family. I thought about it day and night. But everything I 
did seemed to go wrong. I guess I tried too hard to please 
everybody who came to look me over, and all I did was 
drive people away. ; 

“Then one day the head of the orphanage told me a fam- 
ily was going to take me home with them. I was so excited, 
I jumped up and down and cried. The matron reminded 

~ me that I was on trial and that it might not be a permanent 
arrangement, But I just knew it would be. 

“And so, I went with this family and started school in 
their town—a very happy little girl. Life began to open for 
me, just a little. 

“But one day, a few months later, I skipped home from 
school and ran in the front door of the big old house we 
lived in. No one was home, but there in the middle of the 
front hall was my battered old suitcase with my little coat 
thrown over it. As I stood there and looked at the suitcase, 
it slowly dawned on me what it meant . . . they didn’t want 
me. And I hadn’t even suspected.” 

Miller relates that Alice paused for a moment before 
finishing the story, but they hadn’t noticed. They all were 
there in that hall staring at a battered suitcase and trying 
not to cry. Then Alice cleared her throat and said almost 
matter-of-factly, “That happened to me seven times before 
I was thirteen years old.’ : 

By this time almost everyone in the group was in tears, 
some were even weeping, feeling great eon for 
this woman. 

Alice was genuinely touched by their response to her 
story. But she held up her hand and shook her head slightly 
in a gesture to stop us from feeling sorry for her. 

“Don’t,” she said with a genuinely happy smile. “I 
needed my past. You see, it brought me to God.” 

After my salvation, the thing I am most thankful for is 
that God redeems one’s past. Nothing is ever wasted with 
him. He can take all the broken pieces and make some- 
thing beautiful from them. He did it for Alice. He’s done it 
for me. He can do it for you, too. 

Friends, this is why the Apostle Paul could write so 
boldly in 1 Thessalonians 4; 16-18: “Be joyful always. Pray 
continually. Give thanks in all circumstances . . . .” 

This Thanksgiving, why not pause a moment and 
remember what the Lord has done for you and give him 
thanks. As the psalmist reminds us, “He is good, and his 
faithful love endures forever (Psalm 107:1).

*** If you still don’t agree that college football is 
a multi-million-dollar business, just consider that last 
week’s record $76 million contract buyout for former 
Texas A & M coach Jimbo Fisher pushed the total amount 
of buyouts to almost $150 million to Power Five schools 
since the start of the 2022 season. Fisher will be paid 
$76 million to not coach the Aggies after a disappointing 
tenure at the school, and his buyout more than tripled the 
previous record buyout paid to former Auburn coach Gus 
Maizahn, which cost $21.7 million. According to ESPN, 
Power Five and Group of Five schools have spent more 
than $533 million in dead money (coaches that were 
dismissed without cause) in the 11-year period of Jan. 1, 
2010 and Jan. 1, 2021. That total included payments to 
football coaches, men’s and women’s basketball coaches, 
for both head coaches and assistant coaches. Other big 
name coaches that reaped the benefits of being fired 
included Brian Harsin ($15.5 million) at Auburn, Scott 
Frost ($15 million) at Nebraska, Geoff Collins ($11.4 
million) at Georgia Tech, Paul Chryst ($11 million) at 
Wisconsin, Karl Dorrell ($8.7 million) at Colorado, Herm 
Edwards ($4.4 million) at Arizona State, and Zach Arnett 
($4 million) at Mississippi State. One sportscaster last 
week stated his new goal in life was to be a fired college 
football coach.

Travel to Maplesville 
Tigers expect ‘devil of a time in round three 


The Elba Tigers will 
continue their trek 
toward an eighth state 
championship _ Friday 
night when they battle the 
Maplesville Red Devils in 
quarterfinal playoff action, 
at Maplesville. 

The meeting will be the 
first-ever between the two 
state high school football 
powers that have combined 
to win 1,239 games and 
11 state championships, 
with Elba boasting a win 
total of 618 and seven state 
titles, and the Red Devils 
logging 621 wins and four 
state titles. 

“Maplesville has been 
a power in high school 
football for a long time and 
even though they didn’t 
have as great a season as 
they expected, they won 
the games they had to win 
and last week knocked 
off Sweet Water, on the 
road, to advance to the 
third round,” stated Elba 


Tiger Coach Mare Sieving. 
“This will be our first road 
game in over a month and 
we will be traveling into a 
very hostile environment 
against a very good 
football team, but it is a 
challenge we are looking 
forward to and see it as the 
next step in achieving our 
goal.” 

Maplesville will bring an 
8-4 record into the playoff 
clash with wins over 
Central, Hayneville 61-6, 
Notasulga 26-0, Calhoun 
60-7, Autaugaville 46-13, 
Billingsley 43-13, Verbena 
49-0, Choctaw County 
41-14 and Sweet Water 
28-21, and losses to Meek 
18-12, Isabella 34-14, 
Loachapoka 12-6 and John 
Carroll 44-7. 

The Red Devils average 
32.8 points a game and 
allow 15.2 points per 
game, while the Tigers 
score at a 51.3 points per 
game clip and allow 14.6 


points per outing. 

“Maplesville is similar 
to Millry on offense in that 
they like to spread the field, 
have a good quarterback 
that can hurt you both 
running and throwing, and 
will run outside looking for 
big plays,” added Sieving. 
“On defense they really get 
after the ball and play hard 
on every play. They have a 
big 400-pound nose-guard 
that clogs up the middle, 
play hard on the edge and 
are just so aggressive. They 
are a quality opponent that 
beat one of the best teams 
in the state last week on 
the road and this week 
will be back at home. You 
know they will be excited 
to play us and we know we 
will have our hands full for 
all four quarters.” 

“Tt will be a new 
adventure for us,” said 
Sieving, “but one we are 
looking forward to. Being 
out of school all week is 


a change and this will be 
our first long road trip in 
a while. We have a plan 
that we believe will work 
as far as practice goes and 
for the trip, and when we 
kick it off we have to be 
ready to play. For us to be 
successful we need to do 
what we do, not turn the 
ball over and not give up 
big plays. Last week we 
had two turnovers, gave 
up a kickoff return for a 
touchdown and gave up 
a long run for a score. 
So, we definitely made 
some mistakes that hurt us 
and we have to eliminate 
those mistakes. to keep 
winning against the quality 
opponent we will face this 
week. We will work hard 
this week to get ready for 
the game and be prepared 
for whatever Maplesville 
throws at us. We know it is 
going to be a war, and will 
do our best to be ready to 
bring home a win.”

The second-ranked Elba Tigers pulled ahead early 
and never lost command Friday night in an impressive 
47-28 second round playoff win over the seventh- 
ranked Millry Wildcats, on a damp night on Mack Wood

Elba began its first series of the night at its own 


| 29-yardline after a Millry punt and took only two plays 


to cover the distance into the endzone. The Tigers 
Cayden Adkins ripped off a 56-yard run on first down 
and then turned the corner on a 15-yard scoring dash on 
the second play of the possession, while Alex Wisecup 
kicked the extra-point to put Elba on top 7-0 with 10:42 
left in the first quarter. 

Millry bounced right back following the Tiger 
touchdown and went 37-yards in three plays to quickly 
answer the Elba score. The Wildcats score came on 
a 25-yard touchdown toss from Daylon Edmunds to 
Eli Adams, and while the extra-point sailed wide, the 
Tigers lead had been cut to 7-6 with 9:26 remaining in 
the quarter 

Elba began its ensuing possession near midfield and 
went 52 yards in seven plays to extend its advantage. 
Alvin Henderson rushed for 46 yards on four carries 
to lead the Tigers down the field, and scored his first 
touchdown of the night on a 6-yard dash. The extra- 
point try sailed wide, but with 6:31 left in the quarter 
Elba’s lead had grown to 13-6. 

Elba lost a fumble on its next possession at the 
Millry 22-yardline, but regained possession at the

return by Cody Gray, and two plays later was back in 
the endzone, this time on a 4-yard run by Henderson.

Elba marched to a first down at the Millry 13-yardline 
on its next possession, sparked by a 25-yard pass 
completion from Brayden Johnson to Collin Arnold.

Scammers use many tac- 


| tics to separate unsuspecting 


victims of their identities and 
money. One of the tactics is 
the romance scam, which in 
2022 affected approximately 
70,000 victims with reported 
losses of $1.3 billion, accord- 
ing to a report by the Federal 
Trade Commission. 
“Investigating criminals 
defrauding innocent victims 
through romance scams is just 
one of the various crimes our 
special agents investigate,” 
said Demetrius Hardeman, 
Special Agent in Charge, 
IRS Criminal Investigation, 
Atlanta Field Office. “These 
scams leave many victims 
financially devastated and 
emotionally manipulated.” 
The criminals create fake 
online profiles, usually on 
social media applications and 
dating websites, and attempt 


to build phony emotional 
attachments until a potential 
victim is comfortable send- 
ing them money. Many of 
scammers find victims by 
pulling online public infor- 
mation, which they use to do 
research. 

“Tt is important that people 
are careful of people they 
meet through social media 
sites,” Hardeman _ said. 
“Many of these scammers are 
very patient and will wait 
weeks or months to gain a 
victim’s trust.” 

To avoid becoming a vic- 
tim of romance scams, people 
should follow these tips: 

Never send money to 
anyone you have only com- 
municated with online or by 
phone. 

Be careful what you post 
and make public online. © 
When starting a new rela- 


tionship, take it slow, and ask 
lots of questions. 

Be alert to those who seem 
too perfect or quickly ask you 
to leave a dating service or 
social media site to commu- 
nicate by other means. 

Beware of those who want 
to isolate you from friends 
and family. 

Don’t share inappropriate 
photos or financial informa- 
tion that could later be used 
to extort you. 

Be suspicious if the indi- 
vidual promises to meet in 
person but then never does.

Alabama 4-H conference helps mold young leaders

The 2023 Alfa Youth 
‘Leadership Conference 
helped 87 high school 
freshmen and sophomores 
from across Alabama 
develop crucial life and 
ag advocacy skills at the 
Alabama 4-H Center in 
Columbiana Nov. 13-14. 

The two-day conference 
was, hosted by the Ala- 
bama Farmers Federation 
and began with students 
networking with other 
young people from around 
the state. Later, character 
development sessions were 
hosted by professional 
speakers Noah Galloway 
and Rhett Laubach. 

Galloway, a _ veteran, 
double amputee and Purple 
Heart Recipient, shared his 
story of tragedy to triumph. 
Using his mantra “no 
excuses,” the Birmingham 
native taught students the 
importance of never giving 
up while always finding 
a way to make their lives 
and others’ better. His part- 
ing message to the group 
was, “Don’t be average. Be 
exceptional.” 

“One thing [Noah] 
showed me is no matter 
if I have thoughts going 


through my mind like “You 
can’t do this,’ I actually can 
do it,” said Addy Kirkland, 
a sophomore at Rehobeth 
High School in Houston 
County. “’Don’t ever give 
up on yourself,’ is what I 
took away from it.” 
Laubach continued the 
effort by teaching students 
to develop leadership char- 
acteristics through high- 
energy and high-impact 
workshops. Laubach, a 
professional trainer and 
presentations coach, guided 
students to understand their 
strengths and acknowledge 
and overcome their weak- 
nesses to be effective lead- 


ers. 

Lincoln County High 
School sophomore Cristen 
Haynes said the speakers 
were intriguing and pushed 
them outside their known 
limits to use skills they 
didn’t know they had. 

“Through engaging us, it 
was easier for us to develop 
and demonstrate the quali- 
ties we were learning,” the 
Talladega County native 
said. “Breaking us into 
groups and interacting with 
students across the state 
made us uncomfortable, 
but it was a good oppor- 
tunity to build our way out 


and use those skills. It was 
the most, inspirational and 
motivating conference I’ve 
attended.” 

Students also enjoyed 
outdoor activities --and 
team-building exercises 
with 4-H staff, heard from 
a panel of young farmers 
about future careers and 
opportunities in ag, and 
learned the importance of 
leadership in ag advocacy 
from Federation Young 
Farmers Division Director 
Hunter McBrayer. 

“Our future lies with our 
young people.” McBrayer 
said. “We want to develop 
future leaders who know 
how to interact with oth- 
ers, work for the common 
good and promote a bet- 
ter society for not only 
agriculture but everything. 
This conference gives us 
the opportunity to educate 
and develop exceptional 
students who can shape 
their communities, state 
and country.” 

The highlight of the con- 
ference included a session 
where students practiced 
the skill of service and 
assembled wooden toys to 
send to patients at Chil- 
dren’s of Alabama Hospital 
this holiday season.

- said leading included giv- 


ing back to others, and this 
project was a fun way to 
help those who are less 
fortunate. 

“As a leader you have 
to serve others,” said 
Ryan-Ulver.
